SUMMARY: HAK ARRIVED JERUSALEM AND PRESENTED EGYPTIAN 
PROPOSALS, BUT APPARENTLY FAILED IN DAMASCUS TO PERSUADE 
SYRIA TO DROP OPPOSITION TO NEGOTIATIONS.

1. KALB -CBS RADIO, JERUSALEM: HAK MET FOR 1 AND 1/2 HRS 
WITH PM RABIN ALONE, THE SECRETARY PASSING ON IDEAS HE 
DOES NOT YET CALL THEM PROPOSALS. THEN BOTH HAK AND RABIN 
WENT TO THE PM'S OFFICE WHERE THEY WERE JOINED BY TOP 
AMERICAN AND ISRAELI OFFICIALS, FOR THE FIRST DETAILED 
EXCHANGE ON THE POSSIBILITY OF A BREAK-THROUGH IN THE 
SINAI. SO FAR AS ONE CAN TELL AT THE MOMENT NO SUCH

"I CAME HERE UECAUSE I BELIEVED AN AGREEMENT WAS

TOLD NEWSMEN AFTER A TWO-HOUR SESSION SUNDAY NIGHT AND FOUR 
HOURS TODAY WITH RABIN AND HIS NEGOTIATING TEAM. 

ASKED WHETHER HE STILT. RATED CHANCES OF AN AGREEMENT AT 
50-50, HIS ASSESSMENT AFTER HIS EXPLORATORY TALKS LAST

HAK SAID HE HAD NOT COMMITTED HIMSELF TO ANY TARGET DATE

"IT IS AN AGREEMENT OF SOME IMPORTANCE IF IT IS ACHIEVED, 

AND IT HAS TO BE DONE WITH GREAT CARE." 

AMERICAN AND ISRAELI OFFICIALS SAID A MARATHON SHUTTLE
